resignation President Nixon will appoint a successor that could be the most important appointment Nixon will 
ever make the Chief Justice is appointed from life and even though he is only one of nine he does have 
some power to guide the courts general direction and particularly on this Court where lately there have been 
numerous five-to-four decisions five more or less liberal votes in four more or less conservative the 
replacement of just one number therefore could swing decisions the other way so again this may be the most

Nixon at dinner but they'll also hear from Bob Hope and from 
Dinah Shore it's only a guest but one has the impression that these governor's like much of the country want 
a holiday from politics usually at these conferences there's a lot of discussion and clapping there isn't much 
of any of this one Nelson Rockefeller raised some important questions yesterday about medical insurance 
and about welfare It was as if no one wish to listen to it this may be the result of post-election weariness and 
it's understandable this has been after all a brutal year but the suspicion persists that it may be something 
more a wish to turn away from reality and even in Palm Springs where the atmosphere is somewhat artificial 
the question persists when will the holiday end in reality resume on Wednesday night Richard Nixon will 


produce and star in a sort of television special a press conference carried live by all the networks at which he 
will announce the members of his cabinet all at once all twelve of them other presidents he'll act have 
announced their cabinet appointees one at a time spread over days or weeks Nixon has been making all his 
choices quietly in private announcing none of them saving them all for a super spectacular this Wednesday 
night at 10 o'clock Eastern Time 10:00 p.m. it'll be seen live on NBC television and the star of a television

Hickel of alaska Secretary of the Treasury David Kennedy a Chicago Banker Secretary of Commerce 
Maurice H Stan's who was Budget Director in the Eisenhower administration Secretary of Agriculture Clifford 
M Hardin Chancellor of the University of Nebraska Postmaster General Linton M blunt of Montgomery 
Alabama President of the US Chamber of Commerce Attorney General John Mitchell Nixon's campaign 
manager and former law partner Nixon said today he wanted all of them to be big strong men whom he could

Nixon apparently is going to call 
the Council on Urban Affairs it's I've introduced legislation in the last two or three years to create such a 
council for the purpose of coordinating domestic programs and apparently that's going to be mr. Martin's task 
in the White House as part of the presidential office | think this is a good move and my reaction generally is 
that mr. Nixon is picked labor man he's done it very carefully and that their potential for for effective service is 
very good but Huntley and David Brinkley Richard Nixon called his cabinet appointees to a meeting in a

cabinet last night mr. Nixon at that time did not move much toward a stated goal of a broad-based 
government he didn't name a Democrat or a Negro as for the Democrats he has offered jobs to them notably 
that the Secretary of Defense job to Senator Henry Jackson of Washington he turned the job down mr. Nixon 
says that his UN Ambassador will be a Democrat the likeliest candidate at this moment seems to be Sargent 
Shriver as for a Negro in the cabinet some were considered for such jobs two offers were made for the lesser 
job of the chairman of the Civil Service Commission the president-elect says he means to elevate that job to 
cabinet status Nixon people otherwise say that several Negroes will be appointed to high level jobs within the 
next 24 hours over Kaplow NBC News at the White House the general reaction to Nixon's choices for his 
cabinet is favorable President Johnson said he didn't know all of them but he knew a few of them and he had 
a high opinion of them members of Congress and others said about the same thing that it seemed to be a 
collection of men somewhere in the center politically that it certainly was not a wrecking crew intent on 
undoing what the Democrats have done but in general a cabinet more tuned in on personal and private effort 
than on trying to solve problems by massive government spending this cabinet have been urged by him to

have been urged by him to have news conferences often even though until after the inauguration they've 
been told not to discuss government policy well three of them had press conferences today there was David 
Kennedy who will be secretary of the Treasury he said he believed in balanced budgets but he thought there 
were times when it was acceptable for the government to run in the red he was asked if on money matters 
he was a moderate the conservative or a liberal he declined to take the bait saying he didn't know what those 
words meant George P Shultz who will be Secretary of Labor said he was opposed to strikes by public 
employees and he said he hoped federal interference and labor disputes would be rare and representative 
melvin laird who will be Secretary of Defense was talking about the Pentagon's budget he said he hoped by 
the time the next budget was made that's late in 1969 the war in Vietnam would be over he of course has to 
be careful of what he says but others in Washington hope and believe the war or at least the shooting will be 
over long before that the election actually was today and Richard Nixon won it in all the states the 538 
electors met and cast their official huh no one refused to vote for the winner in his state nixon carried north 


carolina on november 5th but one elector there refused vote for he voted for wallace and stared and nobody 
could stop it for that reason the fact that electors can go off on their own and vote for anyone they like there's 
a rising demand to get rid of them some of the electors themselves said today they and their jobs were 
obsolete and ought to be eliminated anyway Nixon got 301 votes Humphrey won 91 and Wallace 46 and 
Nixon the winner had a busy day and here's a report from contributing editor John Chancellor mr. Nixon 
announced today that J Edgar Hoover has agreed to stay on as director of the Federal Bureau of

Helms will stay on as director of the Central Intelligence Agency Nixon spent a couple of hours with 
Republican congressional leaders today in Washington going over his legislative program Senate ratification 
of his appointed officials and other matters relating to the Congress the Democrats will control when he 
moves into the White House Republican senator Dirksen from the Senate and Ford from the House of 
Representatives were there and mr. Nixon later introduced into a news conference when the session ended 
Dirksen said he favored immediate Senate ratification of the nuclear non-proliferation treaty vacuum and 
though mr. Nixon has advised the ratification be delayed because of the troubles in Czechoslovakia after that 
Nixon spent 45 minutes with General Eisenhower at Walter Reed Hospital and said Eisenhower seemed in 
good shape and so did Nixon his daughter gets married on Saturday in New York and for a man facing that 
endurance test he seemed very much in control President Johnson is about the richest president we've had 
lately since he's worth about 20 million dollars but when Richard Nixon takes office he probably will be the 
highest-paid we have ever had the president's wages now are a hundred thousand a year plus 50,000 tax- 
free for expenses a commission set up by Congress recommended this be raised to 200,000 plus 50,000 for 
expenses it is little known but true the Constitution forbids Congress to raise or lower the president's pay 
Riley as an office the writers of the Constitution put that in because they were afraid sometime we might 
have a president so weak that Congress could control him by threatening to cut his pay if he didn't do what 
they wanted or cajole him into doing something by promising him a raise it seems a little quaint now but 
that's the constitutional law so if Nixon gets the raises he probably will Congress must agree to it before he 
takes office
